East Kentucky Network, L,LC, d/b/a Appalachian Wireless, was granted authorization to 

provide cellular service in the KY-9 Cellular Market Area (CMA45 1) by the Federal 

Communications Commission (FCC). FCC license is included as Exhibit 1. East Kentucky 

Network, LLC merger documents were filed with the Commission on February 2,2001 in Case # 

200 1-022. 

In an effort to improve service in Morgan County, East Kentucky Network, LLC pursuant to 

KRS 278.020 Subsection 1 and 807 KAR 5:001 Section 9 is seeking the Commission’s approval to 

construct a 300 foot self-supporting tower on a tract of land located on Old House Branch of Fannin 

Fork of Elk Fork of Crockett, Morgan County, Kentucky (37’58’29.9’’N 83’06’16.0”W). A map and 

detailed directions to the site can be found in Exhibit 8.
